Earl Powell, a deputy sheriff at 
Chelsea, Okla., was killed as_ he 
fought with two men surprised while 
burglarizing a hardware store there.

Sapulpa (Okla.) officers lost two 
of their number Saturday night but 
wiped out three names from the list 
of “bad men” wanted in that state.

VINSON 10 OFFER 
BILL FOR CONTROL 
UF COTTON TRADE 


Measure Providing Fed- 
eral Regulation of Fu- 
tures Exchanges Will Be 
Introduced Today.

WASHINGTON, Feb. 4.—Drastic 
regulation of the New York and other 
cotton exchanges of the country with 
a view of preventing violent fluctua- 
tions is proposed in a comprehensive 
bill which Carl Vinson, of Georgia, 
toda, announced he will lay before 
the lower house on Monday. 

The bill of the Georgia member is 
designed to carry out, in part, recom- 
mendations recently transmitted. to 
congress by Secretary of Commerce 
Daniel Roper, for federal control of 
commodity and stock exchanges. 

After studying the Roper report 
Representative Vinson has embodied 
in a bill those recommendations for 
exchange regulation which he feels 
should apply to cotton. 


Blocked in Senate. 


A few years ago the Georgia con- 
gressman waged a vigorous fight for 
the passage of a bill providing strin- 
gent government regulation of cotton 
exchanges and although it was ap- 
proved by the lower house after a 
spirited parliamentary battle it failed 
of final action in the senate. In view 
of the current agitation for federal 
regulation of all exchange bodies grow- 
ing out of the Roper report he now 
believes that the time is opportune 
for pressing the measure again. 

Explaining the scope of the measure 
which he will formally present tomor- 
row Mr. Vinson said: 

“The outstanding purpose of this 
bill is to provide for the regulation 
of speculative and other future trad- 
ing in cotton. Under it cotton futures 
trading could be carried on only on 
exchanges approved and designated 
by the secretary of agriculture, and 
the individual trading members wou!d 
be under license.

Young Sala, manager of a Shell 
filling station at Peachtree and Col- 
lier road. was the son of Mr. and 
Mrs. O. J. Sala Sr., of 51 Woodcrest 
avenue, N. W. Gis father is fiscal 
agent of the Interstate Bond Com- 
pany and is widely known in business 
circles. 


Forrester, the son of Mrs. George 
Forrester, is a nephew of Mrs. Alonzo 
Richardson. widely known Atlanta 
woman. and he resided with her at 
904 Peachtree street. He is employed 
in the advertising department of the 
Coca-Cola Company. He is in a 
critical condition at Grady hospital 
as the result of a fracture of the 
skull and other injuries. 

Followed Other Crash. 

The accidentin. which, Sala was 
killed and Forrester injured, followed 
an accident an hour earlier in which 
the car driven by H. H. Frye, 25, em- 
ploye of the Eastman Kodak Company 
here, got out of control and crashed 
into and shattered a fireplug directly 
in front of the residence of John K. 
Ottley Sr.. president of the First Na- 
tional bank, on Peachtree road near 
Bolton road. Mr. Frye and three other 
persons, two of whom were women, 
were injured and were taken to a 
private hospital for treatment. 

Young Sala and Forrester had been 
visiting friends on Wieuca road and 
were returning home at 2:30 o'clock 
Sunday morning. The car, driven by 
Forrester, ran into the wet pavement 
caused by the earlier accident to the 
fireplug, and skidded across the street 
to crash into a telephone pole while 
traveling at a high rate of speed, 
County Policemen Smith.

The officers said Frye’s car had 
broken through the high fence around 
the Ottley estate after striking the 
plug. The machine then rolled down 
a steep bank and stopped inside the 
Ottley yard. 

Frye and his three companions were 
taken to the hospital in a private 
ambulance but none was believed to 
have been seriously hurt.

DIVERSIFIED NEEDS 


SHOWN IN GEORGIA 


By GLADSTONE WILLIAMS. 

WASHINGTON, Feb. 4.—Based 
upon a preliminary survey just com- 
pleted of unemployment relief cases 
in Georgia. the federal emergency re- 
lief administration, in a report made 
public today, said that the relief 
problem in Georgia appears not to 


be concentrated in any one group or 
classification of persons. 

The Georgia survey was undertak- 
en by Corrington Gill, director of re- 
search and statistics of the FERA, 
who made an examination of detailed 
relief data on resident families and 
resident non-family persons in _the 
state gathered by the relief adminis- 
tration in November of last year. 

Mr. Gill explained that his survey, 
studied in connection with the United 
States census of 1930, discloses no 
single outstanding problem in Georgia. 
but rather that relief needs are 
spread over the age groups and fam- 
ily groups in about the same propor- 
tion as they are reported in the pop- 
ulation census. 

“Non-family persons on relief ap- 
peared in somewhat greater propor- 
tion than is shown in the 1930 census 
of populations,” he said. “Non-family 
persons, commonly described as one 
person families, made up 12 per cent 
of the total number of families on 
relief, while the population figures 
for the state as a whole show that 
this group made up 6.5 per cent of 
the total. Ten per cent of the white 
families on relief were one person 
families, and 14.5 per,cent was the 
comparable ratio for negro families. 

“In Georgia, as in most other states 
of the country, the hardships of the 
condition of unemployment 
fall heavily upon families in which

That abolition of "reasonable cash 
discounts” by many grou n the ef- 
fort to get rid of unfai® discounts 
made by many to land orders, is not 
advisable, since proper discounts con- 
stituted “a long and widely acknowl- 
edged trade custom with sound justi- 
fication.” 

That elimination or reduction of 
quantity discounts to universities, 
state and city governments and hos- 
pitals should be reconsidered as many 
industries catering to these classes 
have been built up on quantity dis- 
counts “amply justified by the eco- 
nomics of mass production.” 

“Seconds” Upheld. 

“That provisions limiting sales of 
seconds or inferior grades of goods 
should be re-examined because, though 
aimed at widespread abuses, they may 
be inadvisable for three reasons: Man- 
ufacturing processes which turn out 
many defective units would have un- 
duly high cost on first grade produc- 
tion if all seconds had to be thrown 
away; there may be real demand for 
second grade in products easily bro- 
ken, lost, or stolen, making durability 
a secondary item; if quality standard- 
ization can be adopted so that the 
customer recognizes the grade pur- 
chased there can be no objection to 
seconds at lower prices. 

Whiteside also concluded that fix- 
ing cost as the rock bottom price 
may in some instances ‘dictate a 
price level higher than the customers 
should pay, and higher than the in- 
dustry can maintain in the long run.” 

The report strongly advised that

in’ 1933 Three Times 
Greater Than 1932. 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 4.—(#)—- 
Taxes collected by the government last 
‘year amounted to $2,090,947,279, an 
-increase of more than %670,000,000 
over 1932. 

Guy T. Helvering, commissioner of 
internal revenue, in announcing the 
total today and giving the collections 
by states, said the state figures were 
not entirely indicative of the federal 
tax burden of the respective states 
since the taxes might eventually be 
borne by persons in other states. 

New York was credited with 22.6 
per cent of the total collections, or 
$473,708,076. More than half of it 
came from income taxes. North Caro- 
lina was credited with $238,436,526, 


most of which was from tobacco and 
cigaret taxes eventually paid by peo- 
ple throughout the entire country. 
Pennsylvania was third in collections 
with $154,167,708 and Illinois fourth 
with $136,978.594. California collec- 
tions were $126,380,332 and those in 
Virginia, $111,937,834, mostly from to- 
bacco and cigaret taxes. No other 
state showed collections over a hun- 
dred million dollars. 

Income taxes aggregated $720,458,- 
657 as compared with 1932 collections 
of $784,617,096; corporation incomes 
paying $345,174,353 and individual in- 
comes $375,284,304. 

Miscellaneous internal revenue ag- 
gregated $1,.229.925,372 as compared 
with $635,451,497 in 1931. Agricul- 
tural adjustment taxes totaled $140,- 
563.248.

Nise Areas of Mexitan Land’ 
Will Be Returned to Peons 


American Owners May 
Be Forced To Prove Ti- 
tle for 400 Years Under 
Next President’s Plan.

MEXICO 
A daring social experiment which 
calls for the break-up of vast landed 
estates in Mexico and eventual return 
of millions of acres to the Mexican 
pee was outlined today by General 

zaro Cardenas, national revolution- 
ary party candidate for the presidency 
of the republic. 

In an exclusive interview with the 
United Press, General Cardenas de- 
clared he intended to put an end to 
the exploitation of the natives by 
great landed proprietors, both Mexi- 
can and foreign. His views were re- 
garded as particularly significant, in- 
asmuch as the general, as the govern- 
ment party candidate, is assured of a 
landslide victory at the polls. He is 
to assume office next November 30. 


Back to Indians. 


In outspoken language, Cardenas, 
39-year-old leader who has sprung 
from the native Mexican stock rather 
than Spanish, declared that the pres- 
ent owners of huge tracts may pre- 
pare to turn back the land to the 
Indians who owned it originally. 

One effect will be that large land- 
owners, many of whom are Ameri- 
cans, in the states of Sonora. Chi- 
huahua, Sinaloa, Tamaulipas and else- 
where are going to have to prove their 
title to the lands from the time of the 
Spanish conquest. 


General Cardenas’ scheme is em- 
bodied in what is known as the “six- 
year plan” for the economic rehabili- 
tation of Mexico. He interprets his 
plan as meaning that all Mexican 
lands were the property of the In- 
dians until the advent of Cortez and 
the Spanish conquerors. 

During the colonization period, as 
in all western countries, the Mexican 
Indians were forced to give up their 
lands to the conquerors: Their prop- 
erties were taken from them by the 
simple expedient of presidential proc- 
lamations. This method continued 
here up to modern times, when, dur- 


from the peons and awarded owners 
of large haciendas. Cardenas pro- 
poses to return such lands to the 


people. 
Millions Marked. 

Millions of acres already have been 
marked for return to the natives. The 
title to other millions will be almost 
impossible to establish, it is felt, be- 
cause the occupation here goes back 
more than 400 years. 

“This is my first problem,” Gen- 
eral Cardenas told the United Press 
correspondent. “I regard it as most 
important that agrarian lands re- 
turned to the villagers of Mexico, and 
I shall dedicate my administration to 
the urgent necessity of finishing this

Friendship Basis. 

Cardenas regards ties of blood and 
race as of no more importance in in- 
national relations than economic 
friendship. Without mentioning Spain 
or Latin American nations specifical- 
ly, the general, who has little Span- 
ish blood, made it clear that this 
friendship will be the basis of future 
international relations, not merely 
racial connections. 

“I propose to maintain relations 
with all countries on the basis of 
that friendship,” he said, “regard- 
less of whether we are united with 
these peoples by blood connections.” 

As evidence of his desire for in- 
ternational friendship, the general 
said he intends to visit the United 
States and Europe prior to his an- 
ticipated inauguration next autumn. 

He was reticent on financial and 
economic plans, replying to a query: 

“We won't taken by surprise, 
but it would be unwise to make a 
prophecy on our financial policy at 
this time. Constantly changing con- 
ditions make drastic changes sighly 
probable. However, I shall give con- 
stant attention to that phase of gov- 
ernment and adjust our policies to 
changing conditions.”

VALDOSTA, Ga., Feb. 4.—An 
earnest protest, couched in vigorous 
words, was wired today .to United 
States Senators George and Russell, 
Harry L. Hopkins, of the CWA, in 
Washington, and to Miss Shepper- 
son, in Atlanta, asking that Lowndes 
county be given fair treatment in the 
CWA.

Almost immediate replies were re- 
ceived from some to whom the mes- 
sage was sent, giving personal assur- 
ance that attention would be given 
the matter and that the county would 
be given its share of the employment 
without further delay.

MOUNT BERRY, Ga., Feb. 4.— 
Lecturing on what he felt to be the 
more pressing evils of war, crime, 
intemperance and licentiousness, Dr.

RETARDING THE NRA. 

That the NRA has successfully 
Served its purpose of lessening 
unemployment and_ rehabilitating 
business is conclusively proven by 
the increasing number of men go- 
ing back to work and by increase 
in business as compared with a 
year ago. 

That this improvement would 
have been greater, and that the 
slowing down in recovery experi- 
enced last fall would not have tak- 
en place, had the various codes 
been limited to fundamentals, as 
in the case of the textile code, be- 
comes daily more apparent. 


The textile code, the first to be 
adopted, concerned itself with 
three principle objectives—the age 
limit of the worker, a shorter hour 
for the worker and a higher wage 
for the worker. On this compara- 
tively simple basis the industry 
has been able to readjust itself so 
that it could operate profitably, 
while increasing its number of em- 
ployes from 325,000 to 500,000 
and doubling its pay rolls. 

The other codes have not been 
as successful, and their adoption 
has been long drawn out and in 
several instances marked by unfor- 
tunate wrangling, because the ef- 
fort has been made to adjust every 
bad practice that has crept into 
their affairs over many years, and 
because some industries have 
sought to insure profits and labor 
has endeavored to force unreason- 
able demands. 

While substantial progress has 
been made under the NRA, the 
country would have been farther 
along the road to recovery if the 
various codes had been limited to 
fundamentals, with no effort made 
to inject controversial issues into 
them. 

The NRA plan has been proven 
to be wise and effective. The trou- 
ble—as reflected in the slowing 
down in the improvement first reg- 
istered—has been in the delay in 
putting into use the machinery it 
affords for stabilizing the entire 
economic system. 

Both employer and employe have 
been responsible for this delay by

A NEEDED SURVEY. 

The reported movement to force 
the war and navy departments to 
‘take congress into their confi- 
dence” and advise the legislative 
branch of the government of the 
full reason for and scope of the 
plans for the national defense has 


|much to recommend it. 


Without such information, con- 


| gress must act in the dark upon 


the requests of these two depart- 
ments for appropriations to cover 
their activities. Notwithstanding, 
it is pointed out by Repre- 
senative McSwain, of South Caro- 
lina, chairman of the house mili- 
tary committee, congress ‘“‘has 
never, in the 12 years I have been 
on the committee, had a study of 
just what fundamental strategy the 
war and navy departments contem- 
plate.” 

The lack of this information, 
which could be submitted confiden- 
tially if deemed necessary that it 
be kept from becoming public, puts 
the congress in the position of buy- 
ing a “pig in a poke.” | 

In placing in the lower house of 
congress the full responsibility for 
originating all appropriations for 
the conduct of the government’s 
business, the constitution has in 
view sthat the house shall exercise 
an oversight in the ways in which 
the taxpayers’ money is spent, and 
shall decide, in a general way, 
whether or not it is being wisely 
used for the best interest of the 
public. 

Certainly in being called on to 
appropriate huge sums for the 
maintenance of the armed branches 
of the government, without full in- 
formation as to the underlying rea- 
sons making their expenditure nec- 
essary, congress is put in a posi- 
tion where it cannot exert a pre- 
rogative and assume a responsibility 
that is definitely put on it by the 
constitution. 


THE FARM AS PUBLIC UTILITY. 

Farm production in future will 
be subjected to governmental con- 
trol similar to that exercised over 
public utilities, in the opinion of 
Wheeler McMillen, expressed in an 
article in the current issue of the 
Country Home, national farm mag- 
azine. He predicts that a demand 
for such legislation will soon be 
made on congress by farm groups 
which “have already received an 
encouraging ear from the higher- 
ups of the department of agricul- 
ture.” 


The way in which such control 
can be applied to the agricultural 
industry is outlined by this widely 
known commentator on farm prob- 
lems as follows: 


The theory behind all public utility 
regulation is that the public interest 
comes first. Competition is re- 
strained, production limited. You can’t 
start a new telephone company, build 
a railroad or launch a new bus line 
nowadays without a _ certificate of 
public necessity. This is the theory 
which it is proposed to apply to 
American agriculture. 

Utilities must give good service in 
return for permission to operate in 
their monopolized fields. The price 
must be fixed high enough to vnermit 
the utility to give good service and 
make a profit.

The League in 


Danger. 

At the moment when President 
Roosevelt referred to the League of 
Nations as “that magnificent insti- 


tution,” a conference took place in 
Rome between Signor Mussolini and 
Sir John Simon, the British foreign 
secretary, in the course of which the 
duce repeated his proposal to reform 
the League in such a way that it 
will no longer be an _ institution 
where all sovereign states may come 
to discuss their own and world af- 
fairs, but a sort of supra-national dic- 
tatorship of the four great powers, 
Italy, England, France and Germany. 
Germany is out for the moment and so 
is Japan, but if Mussolini’s plan went 
through, there is a likelihood that 
these two states would return, 

We could hardly expect anything 
else from the duce. He has abrogated 
parliament in his own country and 
put an end to all discussion. And he 
apparently wants to see this noble 
fascist principle applied to the in- 
ternational sphere. He thinks the rep- 
resentatives of all the small nations 
are talking too much, and have too 
much to say. Under present arrange- 
ments it is quite well possible that 
the gue meetings become domi- 
nated by the superior ability of the 
representative of some South Ameri- 
can republic that can hardly be found 
on the map. 

Only the big powers have a right 
to talk and the rest of the world must 
adjust itself to what the big boys 
think good for us. The result would 
be that the big powers would in fu- 
ture group a number of smaller states 
around themselves and represent them 
in the League “en bloc.” For instance 
France would not only speak in her 
own name, but in the name of Po- 
land, Jugoslavia, Belgium, etc. Italy 
would speak for Austria and Hungary. 
But the principle of democratic rep- 
resentation would gone forever. 
Whatever Italy says, you may depend 
upon it, that countries like Poland 
and Czechoslovakia are not going to 
be shut up at a stroke of the pen in 
Rome. 

Mussolini’s plan means the end of 
the League of Nations.

It is a grave warning to Germany.

: health food. Certified milk, for those 


who can afford it, is the one grade of 
milk that even approaches the ideal. 
Often one can get plain raw milk 


| from a source one believes to be fair- 


ly safe—cows tuberculin tested, han- 
dlers of the milk honest, intelligent 
cleanly people. That is second only 
to certified milk as a food or bever- 
age for anyone. 

In order to get sufficient energy 
fronr milk alone to maintain the nor- 
mal adult at his present weight be 
would have to consume more than 
a gallon of milk a day. That's a 
rather burdensome quantity of liquid 
to put in the stomach. Besides such 
an exclusive milk diet is inadequate 
in iron, p bly in iod 
of the vitamins. 

The example of a maintenance diet 
is merely an example, and would cer- 
tainly not be a proper diet to adhere 
to for any length of time. It would 
be a reduction diet for a man or 
woman doing hard work or playing 
hard every day. It would be inade- 
quate to maintain a growing boy or 
girl of 17 if the boy or girl gets as 
much exercise as a regular boy or 
girl should get.

President Roosevelt’s hold upon the 
people is due to their belief that he 
is genuinely concerned in their indi- 
vidual welfare and it is tremendously 
enhanced by forces that find no place 
in economic discussions and which are 
all but taboo in financial and news 
items. There is his appeal to the re- 
ligious convictions of the countryside 
and his persistent assumption that 
the world is ruled by a sense of fair 
play.

“For violations of the act the des- 
ignation of any exchange as a future 
trading or contract market would be

GAPS IN CABINET 


Police Shake-Up Contin- 
ues as Premier Ousts 
Chiappe Friends. 


PARIS, Feb. 4.—(4)—Stern “Silent 
Edouard” Daladier made a spectacu- 
lar show of sweeping out France's 

litical house today after deposing 

ean Chiappe, debonair ‘‘Napoleon” 
of the Paris police. 


The sudden ousting of the Little 
Corsican as prefect was the most re- 
sounding blow in the shakeup, which 
jarred the cabinet apart and tbreat- 
ened to rekindle rioting, which Chi- 
appe was accused of tolerating. 

The premier, however, patched up 
his cabinet with the replacement of 
three men and will appedr in the 
chamber Tuesday confident of increas- 
ed support. 

Former Premier Joseph Paul-Bon- 
cour agreed to take the post of Lieu- 
tenant Colonel Jean Fabry as minis- 
ter of war; Paul Marchandeau ac- 
cepted the portfolio of minister of the 
budget and finance, succeeding Fran- 
eois Pietri; and Alexis Jaubert re- 
placed Gustay Doussain as minister of 
technical instruction. 


Linked to Stavisky. 

By the figurative throwing of Chi-| 
appe’s head to the socialists, Daladier 
hoped to assure life of the cabinet. 
Chiappe was accused of being a friend 
of the late Serge Stavisky, whose) 
financial operations resulted in the 
Bayonne pawnshop scandal. He was 
ordered to Morocco as resident gen- 
eral but refused the transfer. 

Refusing to engage in “polemics,” 
Daladier said nothing would stop him 
from doing his “duty to the country.” 

Camille Chautemps, whose recent 
fall from the premiership was credited 
to Chiappe’s benevolence toward street 
rioters, called Daladier’s housecleaning 
“brutal.” 

In a mildly critical statement he 
referred particularly to ‘“‘the pictur- 
esque change” in police circles. 

The shakeup shifted numerous pre- 
fects—governors—in French provinces 
and brought protests, particularly from 
Chiappe’s friends, including Edouard 
Renard, who resigned as prefect of 
the Seine district in sympathy. Mrs. 
Renard, the former Mrs. Marie Kul- 
ker Winburn, widow of the late Mar- 
cel Winburn, of New York, is a prom- 
inent member of the American colony.

DOLLEUSS TALES 


Lure of Flying Is Lure of Beauty, 
Says Amelia Earhart in Lecture 


By: RALPH T. JONES. 

The lure of flying is chiefly the 
lure of beauty, Amelia Earhart, most 
famous of woman flyers, told an au- 
dience at the Capitol theater Sunday 
afternoon. Miss Earhart was here 
as one of the Celebrity Series which 
is bringing famous people and artists 
of various types to the city this sea- 
son, 

Miss Earhart, describing the clos- 
ing hours of her famous solo flight 
over the Atlantic, said that as the 
sun rose in the east, with the nose 
of her plane pointing in the dawn, 
she flew through a_ long series of 
white clouds, turned to gold by the 
rays of sunlight. It was as though, 
she said, she flew through one great 
golden room, with golden draperies 
of clouds opening before her and clos- 
ing as she passed through, one after 
another. 

Miss Earhart showed motion pic- 
tures taken at some of the highlights 
of her career, including the take-off 
on the trans-Atlantic flight, the place 
where she landed, and scenes during 
her subsequent air tour of the Eu- 
ropean capitals. Also shown were 
pictures of her trans-continental flight 
and her experiences in autogiro fly- 


NEW REVOLT PERIL 


“Home Guard” Threatens 
To Quit Chancellor Be- 
cause of Politicians. 


INNSBRUCK, Austria, Feb. 4.— 
(P)—An ultimatum to Chancellor 
Dollfuss that he must break with 
“party. politicians now surrounding 
him” or lose support of: the powerful 
fascist heimwehr (home guard) was 
delivered at a heimwehr mass meet- 
ing today. 

In strong speeches Prince Ernst 
Von Starhemberg, heimwehr leader, 
and Richard Steidle, federal commis- 
sar of propaganda, notified the chan- 
cellor frankly that he must change 
his course toward his party, the Chris- 
tian Social. 

Both pointed out that Dollfuss on 
Septémber 21 pledged himself to end 
“once and for all the rule of politi- 
cal parties in Austria’ and they em- 
phatically declared the time had come 
for that pledge to be kept. 

The speakers asserted the heimwehr 
was not questioning the loyalty or 
good faith of Dollfuss but demandimg 
that officials who prevented him from 
keeping his pledges be removed. 

“We have the quaint habit when 
someone makes us a promise we ex- 
pect him to keep it,” said Steidle, a 
leader of the Tyrolese heimwebhr. 

“Dollfuss said on September 21 
that the time for rule by parties is 
over but Chairman Czermak, of the 
Christian Social (Dollfuss’) party, 
says Austria’s future is in the Chris- 
tian Social party. If Czermak is right, 
the heimwehr no longer belongs to the 
Dollfuss front.” — 

A strong drive against nazis has 
been launched by the home guard, 
which last Sunday was counseled by 
Starhemberg to “take the law into 
your own hands,” ’ 

Starhemberg told his followers that 
he not only approved the demand for 
dissolution of the socialist and Chris- 
tian Social parties in the Tyrol but 
declared if the chancellor does*not|@™ 
quickly show he really means to crush 
Marxism “then I no longer can guar- 
antee the heimwehr will continue to 
support Dolifuss.”

CAT FIGHT. 

One correspondent, whose name I 
shall withhold, wrote to me last week, 
and described quite -vividly the at- 
tack of a cat on a male cardinal] in 
her garden. She was quite incensed 
over the situation, stating that there 
were too many cats near her home, 
and that she wanted to know some- 
thing to do to kill them. 

As I have stated before in this col- 
umn, there can never be many birds 
where cats are abundant. If you es- 
tablish feeding stations for birds, it 
is your moral obligation to protect 
them from cats. Otherwise, all you 
are doing is to provide a daily cat 
banquet for a while. 

Let me suggest that those of you: 
who want to get rid of cats write to 
the department of agriculture, Wash- 
ington, D. C., and request a copy of 
Separate 823 from this yearbook of 
that department of 1919. This reprint 
contains the plan for a cat trap that 
kills the animals by gas, and is there- 
fore entirely humane. I wish every 
stray cat in the world might be put 
out in some such manner as this, They 
are miserable animals at best, man- 
aging to exist between trash can and 


—— 


song birds, and would be better: for 
all concerned out of the picture. 

For pedigreed cats and valued pets, 
I can suggest ai plan that I have pre- 
viously sponsored in radio _ talks, 
namely, the tagging of the cat with 
a bell or metal tag that tinkles when 
the animal walks. This makes it ab- 
solutely impossible for the cat to stalk 
a bird with the silence that is nec- 
essary for capturing prey. 

If owners of pets cannot keep them 
up where they belong, they have no 
right to become incensed if some one 
interested in protecting valuable birds 
cre the cat. The pet is the re- 
sponsibility of the owner, and should 
never be allowed to roam. I am quite 
frank in stating that I expect to kill 
every stray cat that comes around 
my place, and will not hesitate to 
use other methods if they will not 
enter the cat trap. 

After all, there is no comparison 
in the dollar value of birds and stray 
cats. Birds are the most necessary and 
valuable creatures in the world, and 
must be protected from disease-bear- 
ing and half-starved predators. Kill 
stray cats, and you will have birds.

Idle hands are soft and white. But 
idle hands belong to selfish women 


in times like these, and few people 
are interested in selfish women. Ev- 
ery one who is well is working to- 
day: if not at home for their own 
people, then to help others who need 
them. Work doesn’t improve the 
hands, Their problem is to find a 
way to keep their hands white and 
soft and their nails from cracking 
under the stress of continual labor. 
I’ve had no end of queries from wom- 
en who ask for new ideas on keeping 
working hands lovely. 

In the first place one should be- 
gin by getting the hands whitened 
and softened. I would advise wearing 
gloves at night. Wash the bands, 
then massage them with plenty of 
good thick cold cream. Busy women 
have so little time to give to this mas- 
saging process, that the quick way is 
to wear gloves at night over the thor- 
oughly cold-creamed extremities. 


There are three kinds of gloves, 
all good, for night wear. There is 
the chamois glove, short and with a 
loose wrist and a strap and buckle. 
Then there is the chamois cloth glove 
which comes in three lengths. Many 
women advocate rubber gloves for 
quick work in softening, but I think 
these should be worn only two nights 
a week. If you want to wear gloves 
oftener than that, wear the other 
kind. If the hands are in fairly good 
condition -you don't need rubber 
gloves. They are not so soft and are 
rather awkward, but they do make 
|the hands perspire and to use ocea- 
| sionally they are excellent. Cheap 
ones do very nicely, 
|. There are several cold creams good 
| for this treatment. I use lemon juice 
| first, then gobs of thick cold cream. 


The cold cream and gloves soften 
the nails and get them ready for the 
treatment I will tell you about later. 


Often in winter (I find this out to 
my sorrow) the elbows get red and a 
bit calloused. It is often from lean- 
ing on a desk or arm of a chair when 
you read or from any one of many 
causes, I tried using cold cream, but 
it rubs off so easily on that joint. If 
you will take two sauce dishes and 
fill them with heated oil, then rest 
your elbows in them for fifteen min- 
utes, you will get them softened with 
a few treatments. It’s an awkward 
procedure and fifteen minutes is fif- 
teen minutes, but, oh, how much bet- 
ter than putting on a sleeveless eve- 
ning gown and having a couple of 
red polka dots at your elbows? 

You can use olive oil or you can 
fill the saucers with a good softening 
lotion. I know of one I have used 
successfully if you care to have the 
name of it. Lemon juice is always 
good for whitening elbows.

Two White Sox stars, Al Simmons, 
and George Earnshaw, already are in 
training at Hot Springs, Ark. Sim- 
mons recently was awarded a two- 
year contract at a reported wage of 
$55,000, and is eager to show his grat- 
itude to President J. Louis Comiskey 
by winning back the American league 
championship. The White Sox gave 
up Catcher Charlie Berry and some 
bs to get Earnshaw from the 
Athletics and he is expected to prove 
a winner in his new surroundings. 
His difficulties with Connie Mack last 
season are blamed by him for his col- 
lapse after two great years in 1931 
and 1932. 

The first squad of three catchers 
and nine rookie pitchers, will begin 
training at Pasadena February 25. 
The rest of the squad will report 
March 3. 

Of the 37 players on the Sox roster, 
18 are newcomers. The most promising 
of the new talent appear to be Zeke 
Bonura, first baseman from Dallas 
who was named the most valuable 
player in the Texas league last year, 
Pitcher Leslie Tietje (pronounced like 
the letters T. G.) who came up from 
Dallas late last year, and Ontfielder 
Bernard Uhalt. who batted.

Roy Persons’ setter puppy came out of her heat 
Saturday afternoon bleeding and torn about the chin, But she 
never once slowed down when the briars were in thé way. 

One of the Florida hunters told of his dog hitting 
the briars. He took about three leaps and was in the 
middle of them before he realized what they were. And 
there he stayed. His owner had to go in and carry him 
out. 

It requires courage for the dogs in these trials. And the 
heats in the All-American are two-hour heats. And the terri- 
tory at Albany is heavy enough to demand the utmost in stamina 
and courage. The winner in these two-hour heats will be a real 


champion.

Prices Gain 63-64 Points 
During Week To Reach 
Highest Lévels Since 
Season’s Opening. 


NEW ORLEANS, Feb. 4.—(%)— 
The cotton market has been fairly 
active the past week, although there 
were petiods of quiet and hesitation. 
The stimulating factors were a grow- 
ing confidence that the plan for the 
reduction of acreage for the new crop 
to 25,000,000 acres would succeed, 
and that the devaluation of the dol- 
lar and advance in gold which came 
in the second half of the week would 
advance the price of commodities, in- 
cluding cotton. The week closed 
with assurances from Washington of 
early passage of the Bankhead bill. 

The course of prices has been gen- 
erally upward all week and the high 
points of the period were reached on 
the closing day with the result that 
the net advance compared with Sat- 
urday last has reached 63 to 64 points 
on the more active positions. The 
present levels are the highest since 
the beginning of the season on August 
1, and fully eight dollars a bale above 
the prices prevailing just before the 
Christmas holidays. 

The deflation of the dollar appears 
to have stimulated increased specula- 
tive activity in the foreign markets, 
particularly Liverpool and the dif- 
ferences prevailing in that market 
compared with the American markets 
have so broadened as to induce trad- 
ers to look for an improved export 
demand. 

There has been a decidedly good in- 
quiry for spot cotton in all the south- 
ern markets. but actual transactions 
have been restricted by the scarcity 
of offerings and the high basis de- 
manded. The holding movement on the 
part of the spot holders appeared as 
persistent as ever, and supplies were 
generally in strong hands with trad- 
ers believing in higher prices when 
the expected cut in acreage is con- 
firmed.

000 a year ago, showed a gain of 72.4 
per cent. Louisville, with gain of 
37.2 per cent, pressed Atlanta in per- 
centage gain but was approximately 
$15,000,000 behind in total clearings.

Sen. Wagner and Rep. 
Lewis Sponsor Plan To 
Spur Unemployment In- 
surance in States. 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 4.—(UP)— 
A federal tax on pay rolls as the 
first step toward encouraging nation- 
wide enactment of state unemploy- 
ment insurance or reserve laws will 
be proposed in a joint bill to be 
introduced in congress tomorrow. 

Senator Robert F. Wagner, demo- 
crat, New York, and Representative 
David J. Lewis, democrat, Maryland, 
are co-authors of the measure. They 
issued a joint statement tonight ex- 
plaining the plan. 

It is proposed to impose a federal 
tax upon the pay rolls of all em- 
ployers, except very small ones and 
a few special classes such as farm- 
ers, householders with domestic serv- 
ants and hospitals. Each employer 
would be allowed to offset against 
this tax any sums of money that he 
contributed under the terms of state 
unemployment insurance or reserve 
laws. He would be allowed an addi- 
tional offset whenever his contribu- 
tions under state laws were decreased 
because of success in stabilizing em- 


ployment. 
Reaction Seen, 

“By this offset principle, sentiment 
will a created favorable to the en- 
actment of state laws, as the inhabi- 
tants of the several states will pre- 
fer to keep their money at home 
rather than contributing it to the fed- 
eral government,” the statement said. 

“At the same time, the federal tax 
upon employers who are not operat- 
ing under state laws will defeat the 
old argument that state unemploy- 
ment insurance or reserve laws would 
impose an undue~ handicap in inter- 
state competition.” 

The bill would not dictate to the 
states the kind of unemployment in- 
surance laws to be passed. Each 
tate may prescribe state-wide funds, 
industrial pooled funds or individual 
reserves under the proposed plan. 

Under the bill, no state law would 
be certified by the secretary of labor 
as applicable under the federal law 
unless it provided for:

N NRA STEEL DSPUTE 


Labor Board Plans To Con- 
duct Weirton Poll Over 
Company Objections. 


_ WEIRTON, W. Va., Feb. 4.—(#) 
The first test of power in the latest 
crisis between the steel corporations 
and the national labor board is expect- 
ed to take place in Weirton this week 
—possibly tomorrow. 


Edward Keightly, a» labor board 
investigator, is on the scene. He ex- 
pects to be joined by others with 
orders to conduct a _ house-to-house 
canvass of the steel company’s 10,000 
employes. 

They will seek to determine whether 
the workers are satisfied with the 
company-sponsored “employes repre- 
sentatives” organization as a collec- 
tive bargaining agency, or prefer some 
other body—the Amalgamated Associa- 
tion of Iron, Steel and Tin Workers, 
for instance. 

Keightly is handicapped by having 
no approved list of Weirton employes. 
The company’has indicated it will seek 
a court injunction if necessary to pre- 
vent any poll being made without 
such a list, and it is not ready to 
submit one “under present circum- 
stances.” 

Officials say FE. T. Weir, chairman 
of the Weirton Steel Corporation, dis- 
cussed a proposed poll in a recent con- 
ference with President Roosevelt but 
told the president he believed such a 
step would only confuse the situation: 
that the company already had pledged 
its faith and is under contract with 
the present employes representation 
group. 

Weir’s attorneys assert the labor 
board has no power to enforce orders 
but can only “mediate, conciliate and 
arbitrate.” They say it resembles sim- 
ilar boards established during the 
World War and that the supreme 
court ruled several times that such 
boards are without power in handing 
down judgments.
